oy EW 1S,by the Grace of 
2&5 GOD, King of FRANCE 
WR 4 and NAVARE, To allthoſe 
SY ES 7, which hall ſee theſe pre- 
CY © ſents Sir AS 4a FH 
RR Sint Godly Prince which 
feareth G © D, ought to abborre the effuſ'03 or 
Shedding of the blood of Man, who is created in 
the Fmage of GOD: So is hee likewiſe bound 
and tyed not onelie to shunne the occaſions of 
Cinile and Dome$ticke warre , for to re-unite 
his Subjects, and to make them line vnder the 
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Lawes of the STATE, in a good concord and 


obeiſance; The ſame Diuine bountie , which hath 
knowne Our bart ſince hee hath beene pleaſed to call 
Vs torule & raigne over this French Monarchte, 
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is able to judge of Our interior parts U& cogitations. 
And everie one knoweth that Our taking vþ 
of Armes hath beene aſwell juſt as forced , and 
neceſſarie for the maintenance and defence of 
Our Authoritie , aſwell again8t them which in 
the beginning , onder dryers coloured pretextes 
haue excited and morved troubles in the time 
of Our minoritie , as afterwards against Our 
Subjects profeſiing the pretended Reformed Religi- 
on, being abuſed and ſurpriſed by the _Artificiall 
deviſes of ſuch as intended to profit themſelues as 
well by their fimplicitie, as by the publicke deviſon 
of this Realme, ſcing that Our intention hath been 
alwayes ( after the example of the Kings Our 
Predeceſſors of happie memorie ) to maintaine 
them in peace aud onion ( within the bounds of 
dutie and obeiſance due unto Vs ) by the mea- 
ves of Our Edift;; And to vſe them as Our good 
and faithfull SubjeFts, as long as they continued 
in the reſpet> and ſubmiſsion due to a Sorve- 
raigne. 

Having yſed Our be$t ende your by good de- 
monitrations , and all other poſstble meanes to 
prevent the evill, ( which could eafily bee fore- 
ſeene ) before VVee medled with anie forcible 
or Violent courſes , which after-waras to Our 
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great gricfe VFee haue been compelled to-vſe, to 
preſerue Our Royall Dignttte , and the power 
which GOD bath granted onto Vs: and to 
rake away the miitruſt and idle Shaddowes which 
Were pur into their heads by trickes and deviſes, 
of Our promiſe and faith vnto them , which 
I Vee never haue broken to anie; And to ſtay 
the mishaps and accidents which are foilowed 
and to shew them beſides the defignes and ends 
of the principall Authours and promotors of the 
diſorders, the true ground of Our good and fin 

cere intenrions to cherish and preſerue them all 
in Peace, and to let them freelie and peaceablie 
enjoy all chat which is granted pnto them by Our 
Edits. And likewiſe ſeeing that Our ſaid Sub- 
jetts of the pretended Reformed Religion, haue 
afterwards gotten better inſpirations , and ac- 
knowledged their faults and haue taken their Re- 
ftuge to Our Clemencie and Bountie , by thzir 
mot humble Petitions which they haue ſent -on- 
ro Vs by expreſſe Deputies , Deſiring Vs to 
grant them pardon, and to ablish the memorie 
of thinges paſt, and to receine and hold then 
hereafter as Our other loyall Subjefts, in Our fa- 
-vour and countenance, VVee inclyning alwayes 
rather to clemencie and Merciefulneſſe then to goe 
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on with rigour, and Our juSt Armes: Notwith- 
ſtanding , that VVee haue adyanced much by rhe 
ſame, and were likelte to get more. 

And baving regard wvnto their ſubmiſſions Of 
duties, and being deſirous to fetle the Peace in Our 
Kingdome, and to re-unite all Our Subjefts in 
Amitie and Concord amone(t themſelues, and to 
cauſe a penerall and wvniforme Obzifance to Vs, 
and for other weigntie reaſons and conſiderations 
moving Vs thereunto, VVith the adviſe of thz 
Princes, Dukes, PErrEs, Officers of 
Our Crowne, & the Principall Councritens 
of Our STATs, Vee. haue fayd, Ordeined, 
and Declared, V Vee. ſay, ordeine, and declare, 
by theſe Preſents, figned by Our owne hand.
